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THE YfARNER BANK by Frederick A. Brofos 


At its June session in 1850 the N. H. state legislature granted a cliarter providing 
for the establishment of a bank in Yfarner . The charter was approved on July 12, 1S60 and 
was to be in ef ect for a period of 20 years from and after the first day of March 1851. 

The bank was organized as the Yfarner -^ank and started with a capital of $50,000 divided 
into 500 shares at §100. a share. The incor orators chose a committee of prominent individual 
in Warner and neighboring towns to obtain subscriptions for stock. The results were reported 
at an adjourned meeting held at the hall in the Vfarner depot building Sept, 2, 1S50 at which 
time a board of directors was chosen. 

The first president was joshua George, and he was succeeded by Dr. Jason E. Ames,Frahkli 
Simonds, abd Hehemiah G. Ordway. Its cashiers were Francis Wilkins, and later George Jones. 

The bank was located on Main St. in the building now occupied by the Yfarner Post Office 
and the Variety Store A lease was signed on Jan. 20, 1851, between tjje bank and Harrison D« 
Robertson, the owner of the premises. The bank rented the Southeast part of the lower dloor 
and the cellar at a cost of $30 a year plus taxes. 

As -was customary with most banks at that time Yfarner Bank issued its own notes. These 
bank notes ranging in value from §1 to §100. were engraved and printed by the New England 
Bank Note Co. of Boston. Each note was signed by the Eashier and the president of the bank, 
and was also numbered and dated by hand. 

During the coin shortage of th Civil Yfar, the Yfarner Bank also issued fractional 
currency of 10/, 25/, and possibly 50/ denominations. These were pronted by McFarland and 
Jenks of Concord, and were really checks issued by various local dealers instead of small 
change. They circulated freely in town abd could be redeemed for regular currency when 
presented in sums of even dollars, at Yfarner Bank. 

One day in the Fall of 1864 a carriage drove up to Yfarner Bank and out stepped a well dr 
dressed gentleman with grey hair. He went inside and George Jones, the cashier, changed sen* 
money for him and he quietly drove array . There was no fanfare, but the gentleman was none o" 
than Franklin Pierce, former President of the United States, (to be continued)
